spoiled their trees by irrigating them loo 
much; he believed in winter irrigation, but 
thought water should be used sparingly 
late in the summer and early autumn. 
Major McAllister thought that Mr. Wood- 
bury'* experience would be very valuable 
to ivuit growers; he thought, however, on 
the light well drained ground on the town 
site iuigation mightie practiced more fre- 
quenjly than on the heavier soils of the 
bottoms.
